OU ARE A MESS! 

You may not think so, your 
boyfriend or girlfriend may not think 
so, your mother may not think so, 
but you are. 

If you’re a typical American 
between the ages of 10 and 50 you 
probably can’t lift your own weight, 
run-a mile in less than six minutes 
(if you can run a mile at all), do 10 
chins, 30 situps or 20 pushups. You 
probably can’t touch your toes with- 
out bending your knees or do a for-

Many people who read this magazine dream of 
becoming professional wrestlers. Few, if any, will 
make it. Why? Because Americans are in lousy 
shape. We’re too fat or too skinny or too well-fed 
or too weak. If you can’t honestly pass this test 


—you’ve got some shaping up to do! 
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ward roll or climb a rope or do a hand- 
stand. In short, you’re out of shape, 
lazy, and in a pretty sad state. 

Yes. We're talking about YOU! 

For people who enjoy the standard 
of living Americans do we should be 
in outstanding physical condition. 
But because of our standard of living, 
despite all we know about diet and 
exercise, we’re in terrible condition. 

Do you smoke? Do you have any 
idea of whether or not your diet is 
proper? When you say “‘I’m going 
to run down to the store for a con- 
tainer of milk’’ do you really run 
down to the store or do you hop in 
your car and drive to the store? 
When’s the last time you were in a 
gym? When’s the last time you ran 
a mile? When's the last time you 
worked out? 

We can guess the answer. 

What will happen to many of you

is that one day you'll get a 
scare—perhaps from your family 
doctor—and realize that you're in 
disastrous shape. Then you'll try to 
rush it by exercising too fast and you 
might even have a heart attack. 
Thousands of Americans have heart 
attacks every year. Many of them. 
perhaps most of them, can be pre- 
vented! 

With few exceptions, professional 
wrestlers are among the best trained 


athletes in the world, and as a group 
they are in excellent condition, They 
have to be. They wrestle about three 
or four times a week, and when 
theyre not wrestling they re training. 
Yet many people think all they have 
to do to become wrestlers is buy a 
pair of tights and boots. 

Whenever youngsters come up to 
us and ask how to become a wrestler 
the first thing we tell them is to get 
themselves in shape. But what we 
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have found out is that most people 
have no idea of now to do it. We'll 
get to that later. First, you have to 
find out whether or not you are in 
shape. 

Of course, there are different van- 
ables depending upon your age and 
body structure. What might be 
expected from a 16-year-old in the 
way of exercise would not necessar- 
ily be expected from an eight- 
year-old. But given those differ- 
ences, there are certain ways you can 
tell whether or not you’re in shape. 

First among these is smoking. If 
you smoke you’re not in shape. 
Period. We’re not talking about 
smoking causing cancer. Long before 
cancer becomes a factor smoking 
cuts your wind. It interferes with 
your breathing and restricts your lung 
capacity. It cuts your endurance. 
You want to smoke? Fine. But 
you're putting yourself at a disadvan- 
tage by limiting your capacity. 

You may say ‘‘What about those 
athletes who do smoke?”’ Sure, some 
do. But how much better might they 
be if they didn’t smoke at all? 

Next to smoking, the most com- 
mon cause of being out of shape is 
weight—either being overweight or 
underweight. Only a doctor can tell 
you how much you should weigh. It 
depends upon height and build and 
differs for men.and women. 
However, if you are 10 pounds or 
more overweight or  under- 
weight—you’re not in good shape. 

There is absolutely no reason in 
the world, excepting glandular condi- 
tions, for you to be overweight. 
None. And being overweight is the 
easiest thing in the world to correct. 
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Note how Jerry is very 
careful to position 
himself right behind 
Nick (left) as Nick 
lifts weights over his 
head while lying on 
his back. This way, if 
Nick drops the weight, 
he won't injure him- 
self. Want to loosen 
up shoulder and back 
muscles? Try a hand- 
stand like this (right).

For those without such apparatus, a rope-climbing exercise will ac- 
complish the same thing, But how many of you can climb up a rope? 


You don’t need any of those fancy 
diets you read about. Simply ask your 
doctor to put you on a balanced 
diet—and stick to it. Next, cut out 
all desserts and reduce your bread 
intake. Finally, begin a program of 
limited exercise. If you don’t 
cheat—this will do it. 

Gaining weight is a different prob- 
lem. Most people believe all you have 
to do is eat more. If you do you’ll 


gain fat. What you want to do is turn 
the added weight into muscle. For 
that you must exercise. 

We've mentioned exercise and 
perhaps what we mean should be 
explained. Exercise covers a broad 
area—everything from lifting weights 
to plain, every day walking. 

Walking is a great exercise and you 
should walk at least a mile a day. 
If in your day’s activities you don’t

walk a mile a day make sure you go 
for a walk specifically for that pur- 
pose. 

Running is an excellent exercise. 
A person in decent shape (male) 
should be able to run a mile in six 
minutes. But don’t try it all at once. 
Begin with a limited program. Jog at 
first. Stop’when you get tired and 
make a note of how far you went. 
Maintain that pace for a week. Then 


try to increase your speed and /or 
distance. Step by step. If you begin 
by running a quarter mile, stay with 
that for about a month. Then try to 
go a half mile. Keep increasing it step 
by step. Within six months you 
should be running a mile in six 
minutes. 

Two other excellent forms of exer- 
cise are swimming and basketball. 
Both allow you to use almost every 


muscle in your body. Swimming 
works the same way as running. Start 
off at a rate you’re comfortable with 
until you get tired. Then, slowly, 
increase your distance. 

Many people think you have tojoin 
an exclusive club or have access to 
a gym in order to exercise properly. 
Although they’re good, they aren't 
necessary. There are many simple 
exercises you can do around your 
house. 

If you're an average teenager you 
should be able to do 30 situps, 20 
pushups, 50 deep knee bends, 75 
jumping jacks, and you should be 
able to chin yourself at least 10 times. 
Barring physical limitations, any- 
thing less means you're not in good 
shape. If you can’t touch your toes 
without bending your knees—you're 
in bad shape. If you can’t SEE your 
toes because of a protruding 
stomach—you'’re in worse shape 
than you can imagine! 

Doing these exercises should be 
approached in the same manner as 
running., Do what you can at the 
beginning—don’t force yourself 
beyond your limit—andj after a week 
or so try to increase the number. With 
the possible exception of chinning, 
all can be done in the home. 

The best alternative-is, however, 
a gymnasium. There you should find 
facilities for chinning, rope-climbing 
and tumbling, parallel bars, still rings 
and weights and pulleys. You should 
be able to lift your own weight. If 
you can’t, begin gradually and lift 
what you can. Start off with 10 
pounds and work your way up. 
There are certain exercises—espe-

O MAN IS an island. But 
Johnny Valentine comes as 
close aS a man can come. 

Johnny’s been in wrestling for a 
long time. He’s ambitious and ruth- 
less. He's had more than his share 
of matches in which the opponent 
was never able to wrestle again. 
A list of his enemies includes most 
of the great names in wrestling. 

Now, Johnny Valentine finds him- 
self alone in his profession. There 
are few professional wrestlers he 
can call his friends and few who 
would stand by him when the chips 
are down. When promoters try to 
schedule him for a tag team match, 
they can find few men willing to be 
his partner. 

“I've never seen anything like 
it!’ one veteran exclaimed. ‘‘I've 
talked to some of the dirtiest wres- 
tlers in this business, offered them 
sums |'d- never thought I'd offer 
anyone, and still no one will take 
the match. | don’t think you could 
get a partner for Valentine if you 
offered $100,000. The hatreds are 
too deep to be ignored for any 
amount. I’ve never seen anything 
like it.” 

When other wrestlers are asked 
if they'd ever be Valentine’s tag 


team partner, the usual response is,’ 


“Over my dead body!‘’ Some will 
go into long tales which show how 
evil Valentine has been over the 
years.. Others refuse to talk, the 
memory too painful to be described. 

While hardly anyone is willing to 
be his tag team partner, hundreds 
beg promoters daily for the chance 
to wrestle against him. Almost 
everyone with a deserved reputa- 
tion in wrestling has a score to 
settle with Valentine. Few people 
would mourn if Valentine found 
himself too badly injured to ever 
wrestle again. 

“There are guys in this sport,” 
declares Cowboy Bob Ellis, a former 
regular tag team partner, “who'd 
cripple Johnny as soon as look at 
him. | know the feeling. You have 
to be his tag team partner to really 
hate him. How | could have been 
his friend for years astonishes me! 
I'm one of those who feels a little 
thrill of pleasure every time | see 

- Valentine taken out on a stretcher.” 

“He’s not only cruel, a lot of guys 
in this sport are cruel,’ says Paul 
Jones. ‘Johnny is evil, selfishly evil. 
He'd break his best friend’s neck

without thinking twice just to win a 
match. Hell, he’d kill his mother 
just to get an advantage! 

“And the weird thing is that he 
doesn't care that much about win- 
ning. He just cares so little about 
anyone else. To see him in action 
is one of the most frightening things 
imaginable. Most people have more 
guilt over swatting a fly than Valen- 
tine does over crippling a fellow 


wrestler! 

Other wrestlers quickly agree 
with Ellis and Jones’ ‘accusations. 
Each has some horror story of Val- 
entine’s cold, calculating heartless- 
ness. Many have more than one— 
and the scars which go along with 
them. 

Knowing the depth of hatred for 
him by so many capable of crip- 
pling, an average man would make 
himself scarce. Of course, an aver- 
age man couldn't make so many 
hate him as deeply as has Johnny 
Valentine. Johnny continues to 
meet all challengers, putting his 
career — and theirs — on the|line 
every time he wrestles. 

“I'm not in this business for my 
health,” Valentine declares, “and 
anyone who is is a fool. | have no 
patience with fools. When | wrestle 
and win, that’s better for me. I’m 
not a team player. As far as I’m 
concerned, it’s survival of the fit- 
test. I'm a survivor.” 

Valentine realizes this philosophy 
and the terrifyingly cold way he 
lives by it has made him many 
enemies. Most wrestlers scream in 
hatred when they talk about those 
who vow to kill them. Johnny 
speaks with quiet harshness, which

S LAMMING DOWN THE tele- 
phone receiver, Jim Dillon paced 
angrily back and forth across his living 
room.

Bruno Sammartino proudly raised the hand of his friend Pedro after 
Morales took the W.W. W.F. title from Ivan Koloff, the man who defeated 
Bruno for the title. Over a year later, Pedro and Bruno met 

in New York's Shea Stadium in what many consider the greatest title 
match in wrestling history. The battle lasted one hour 16 minutes 

and ended in a draw. Pedro retained the title and became a legend. 


Q: Did the title tire Pedro Morales 
out? We mean, did that grind of traveling 
and wrestling five days or more a week 
hurt you rather than help you? 

A: No. I think the title helped me. You 
see, I feel I’m in my prime now. I always 
wrestle the best I can. I feel I get better 
with each match. I still want to show the 
people that I’m the top guy. 

Q: We've noticed you do not accept 
many tag team matches. Do you turn 
these down purposely? 

A: Well, I don’t like tag team matches 
too much. I do wrestle in them at times, 
but I prefer single matches. It’s not easy 
finding a good tag team partner. In a tag 
team you have to be like brothers. You 
also have to worry about your partner. I 
like to take care of myself. I don’t look 
for help. If I’m-in trouble it’s my job to 
win or lose in a single match. It’s differ- 
ent in a tag team battle. 

Q: Pedro, many wrestling alliances 
have banned your favorite maneuver, the 
off the turnbuckle flying body press. So 
far it’s not banned in the east, where you 
do most of your wrestling. What will you 
do if it’s banned in the East? Or if your 
travels take you to where it’s banned? 

A: If they ban that, I have many other 
holds to rely on. I can beat my opponents 
a number of ways. I proved that. You 
don’t see my matches being won with 
that hold every time, do you? 

Q: That's true. Have you ever missed 
anyone with that leap? 

A: Yes. I have. And remember, that’s ; 
245 pounds flying through the air. If I 
miss and fall in an awkward position I 
could cripple myself. I’ve tried to take 
precautions to break my fallifI miss. But 
it doesn’t always work. Remember, I 
don’t do the flying body press unless I 
know the guy is groggy and beaten. 

Q: Jack Brisco has become more ag- 
gressive since winning his title. Did you 
find you had to be more aggressive and 
break a rule here and there to keep your 
title? 

A: Let me tell you something. Many 
times I felt like breaking rules. When my 
opponent fouled me I got mad, baby. If I 
had to break a rule to keep my title, I did 
it. 

Q: Okay. But you don’t have the title 
now. Do you still break rules? 

A: Well, I’m in a different position 
now. It’s a whole different ballgame. I 
do try to follow the rules unless my op- 
ponent refuses to let me by constant foul- 
ing. I can pull hair and eye gouge and 
everything if it becomes necessary. 
You've got to beat a rule breaking oppo- 
nent to the punch before he gets you.

Q: Does that make Pedro Morales a 
dirty wrestler? 

A: No. Because I always let them 
make the first move. I give them the 
Opportunity to make the match dirty or 
stientific. 

Q: Do you feel your fans deserted you 
to follow Bruno when you lost the title? 

A: You know, Bruno made a lot of 
fans when he was champion for eight 
years. They were beautiful people. And I 


made a lot of beautiful fans while I had 
the title. My fans have stayed with me. 
Look, I really don’t want to answer that. 
Let me just say that you can hear the 
reaction of the fans when I step into an 
arena. That’ll answer your question. 

Q: But suppose you went out of the 
Eastern states, Pedro. Would you still 
have backing if you wrestled a local 
favorite? 

A; Maybe not. Anything is possible. I 


just feel very lucky that I do have. fans 
who love me. I have been all over the 
world and it seems that everyone knows 
me. I don’t get many boos when I enter 
an arena. And it’s always a welcome 
sound to hear cheers. To know the peo- 
ple are behind you. Your whole mental 
attitude is better. 

Q: Pedro, thanks for sitting on the 
“*Hotseat.”* 

A: It was a pleasure, amigo! O

the match and agreed with the referee’s 
statements. The commission pointed out 
instances where Dillon pursued Funk 
outside of the ring and continued his ob- 
viously illegal tactics on the hard cement 
floor. 

Even when the action returned within 
the ropes, Dillon’s illegal maneuvers 
were shockingly savage, even by Texas 
standards. When the arena police rein- 
forcements were called in to quell what 
had become a riot, the films showed 
beyond doubt Dillon did everything in 
his power to prolong the incident.

team,” Wahoo states, “and I'd 
like to please the fans. If it was 
any other guy in the world, I'd 
sign the contract instantly. If you 
think it’s easy passing up a small 
fortune for a night’s work, think 
again. 

“However, more important than 
money is my friendship with Jay. 
No man in or out of wrestling is 
as close to me as Jay. Between 
us, no secrets exist. I’d trust that 
man with my life. 

“How many friends can a man 
have like that? | have only one: All 
the money in the world couldn't 
replace it. I'd be crazy to risk this 
for some money. 

“Both Jay and | have pretty 
short tempers. It seems like the 
best way to end a friendship is 
for two wrestlers to become tag 
team partners. Sooner or later, in 
the heat of battle, something hap- 
pens. The teammates are at each 
other's throats. 

Even if they apologize to each 
other later, the incident can nev- 
er be forgotten. The list of former 
friends Jay and | have had who be- 
came enemies after a tag team 
match argument is staggering. | 
can’t risk that with Jay.

“Of course,” Jay realizes, “you 
never know what happens until 
the time comes. | can’t imagine 
where I’d have to make this 
choice. | hope | never do.”

cles will come in time. The first thing 
to do is get in shape. 

The most important thing to 
remember about getting in shape is 
that if you’re going to do it—do it 
right. That means three things. 

One, you must set aside a certain 
period of time each day for your 
workout program, If you don’t have 
that much time, limit your program. 

Two. Don’t try to do everything 
at once. If you can’t do 25 pushups 
.—begin with five. Then after awhile 
work your way up to seven...then 10. 
If you do not exercise regularly it 
is especially important you don’t set 


‘up a program that’s too strenuous. 


Three. Have your family doctor, 
a physical education instructor or 
some other such qualified person 
draw up a training program tailored 
specifically for you. Remember, 
what may be a good program for one 
person might be harmful for another. 

Even if you don’t want to become 
a wrestler—you should want to be 
in good shape. The reasons are obvi- 
ous. If you feel better you'll have 
more confidence. You'll look better.
